Chaffey Has Third of Building 
Funds in San’Bernardino County 


‘Chaffey schools have one-third 
of the $902,540 accumulated in 
building funds to June 30, 1946, 
by San Bernardino county schools, 
according to an announcement 
made public tcday by the Califor- 
nia Téxpayer’s assocjation. 

Chaffey High school has $230,- 


_ 000 in a building fund and expects 


to add an additional $323,000 in 
the future. In the college, $132,- 
790 had been set aside for building 
by June, 1946, with $45,000 named 
as the amount to be added to the 


fund later. 

The total to be accumulated by 
Chaffey schools, $368,000, for 
their building programs, is well 
over half the expected accumula- 
tion for the whole of San Bernar- 
dino. county, according to the as- 
sociation, Of the total, the high 
school portion is $323,000, while 
the college will collect $45, 000.

Tass, official news agency, has renewed the Russian press 
campaign against Great Britain over the Anglo-Soviet treaty 
in spite of Stalin's recent public acceptance of Foreign Min- 
ister Bevin’s assurances. 

It all started when Bevin made a speech saying “Britain 
does not tie herself to anyone,” outside the United Nations 
framework, intending to convey she was not ganging up with 
anybody. 

Nobody was thinking of the Russian treaty at the time, but 
Pravda jumped on it as a repudiation. 

Bevin told Stalin Pravda was drawing an unintended in- 
ference. 5 

Pravda repeated its charge. 

Then Stalin told Bevin he understood, but took the op- 
portunity to add that, before the treaty could be extended., 
as suggested long ago by the British, it would have to get rid 
of some “weakening reservations”. 


Some foreign observers thought the Russians had leaped | 
| 


at an opportunity to stir up trouble for Bevin among the mem- 
bers of the Labor party who have been criticizing him, and to 
drive a wedge between Britain and the U. 5. 

Qthers were wondering if someone in Russia had been 
feeding the press a line which Stalin didn’t like. 

This latter idea was bolstered by memory of the recent 
cross-up between Red Star and Pravda. 

- the Allies of mishandling and cowardice in convoying on the 

Murmansk route during the war. 

The British were indignant. Then Pravda put the scréws 
on Red Star for inaccuracy, and more or less apologized. 

Red Star's principal job is to indoctrinate political officers 


in the Russian army, whereas Pravda is largely devoted to|

Contrary to the general belief over here, neither consists 
entirely of articles dictated or specifically approved from above. 
Within general policy lines, the writers and editors have 
leeway, and therefore it is possible for them to go astray. 
But the Tass follow-through, accusing the British of vioiat- 
ing the principles of the treaty by working en bloc with the 
United States against Russia, now eliminates any possibility 
that the furore began with an inadvertent misinterpretation, | 
and leaves open only the question of why the issue was rais- 
ed on such a thin excuse.

“Refrigerated Air’ is what 
those in charge call it and in the 
promotional spirit of opening the 
new, fine building, the officials 
added: “The only theater in the 
Chaffey district with this modern 
system is the Grove.” 

Just the right temperature will 
be maintained through a thermo- 
stat control. 

While a blower will keep the 
air in constant circulation, pat- 
rons will observe that no drafts 
or air currents will be noticeable. 
A refrigerator, weighing 414 tons, 
is the key unit in the cooling sys- 
tem. Fresh, cocl air will be 
forced into the building to keep 
a steady circulation. 

During those months when a 
cooler is unnecessary and a fur- 
nace is needed, the blower will 
maintain circulation and the ther. 
mostat will maintain the right 
temperature. 


Special Lighting 
Is Included 


Just the right lighting effect 
for the theater programs will be 
available due to the versatility of 
the modern illumination system 
installed in the new Grove build- 
ing. 

The large auditorium will be 
lighted by a series of special 
ceiling fixtures, which contain not 
only bright but also colored 
lights: 

The lights are on a huge “rheo- 
stat,” commonly. known as. dim- 
mers. The interior can be grad- 
ually illuminated or dimmed to 
suit the occasion. More than 300 
bulbs are in the ceiling for light- 
ing of the theater. 

Lights, on the base of aisle 
seats in alternate rows, illuminate 
the passage-way for the patrons 
and ushers. Neon lights ilumin- 
ate the lobby, standee and feyer. 
The neon lights, are hidden in 
coves built into the wall and the 
ceilings of the building.

“That building is as strong as 
steel and concrete can make any 
building.” 

That is one description given 
the Grove theater, 
which consumed an enormous 
amount of heavy material. Fifty 
tons of steel were used to rein- 
force the huge 
crete. Walls of the building 
eight inches thick. 

The structure is said to be as 
near fireproof and earthquake 
proof as it is possible to make 
any building.

Officials of President Truman’s 
advisory commission on universal , 
training said it now appears that 
their report will not be ready un- | 
til sometime in April. 

The commission was created on 
Dec. 19, and has been meeting 
twice a week. Its chairman, Dr. 
Karl T. Compton, president of the 
Massachusetts Institute of Tech- 
nology, first said he believed re- 
commendations could be made by 
the end of March. 

Even if this schedule were met, 
however, there is considerable 
doubt among House leaders that a 
compulsory training bill could be 
enacted for several months after 
that, if at all. 

An informal poll of the House 
Armed Service sub-committee 
shows a majority against such a 
program. Senate opponents have 
called it out-of-date ‘“goose-step- 
ping” and forgetful of the les- 
sons of mechanized warfare. 
President Truman, however, has 
de-emphasized the military phase. 
He stresses that it would provide 
“physical as well as mental and 
moral development”. Army, Navy 
and State department officials are 
supporting the proposal, although 
the War department has insisted 
that any training system must be 
passed primarily on national se- 
curity. 

Congressional opposition to ex- 
tending the draft is even stronger 
than against the training propos- 
iis.

meteors or shooting stars, trav- 
elling about six miles a second, 
were the secret of American war 
rockets and some other projectiles. 

These man-made meteors shot 
forward out of the rocket’s nose 
at the instant of impact and ex- 
plosion, and they bored through 
steel and concrete like a knife 
through cheese. 

Their discovery was reported to 
the American Institute of Physics 
by Dr. R. W. Wood, research pro- 
fessor of physics, John Hopkins 
university, who conducted the 
tests at Aberdeen proving grounds 
during the war. 

One such rocket was fired by 
the bazooka.
